police. 
The Security Council building 
was closed, to the public while 
the 
dem onstrators 
remained 
quietly in the gallery seats. 
The demonstrators, identified 
by U.N. officials as faculty and 
students of Brooklyn Commu­ 
nity College and Columbia Uni­ 
versity, demanded to see U.S. 
Ambassador 
George 
Bush, 
president of the council this 
month. 
A crowd estim ated by police 
at 1,500 gathered on the steps 
of the U.S. Capitol in Washing­ 
ton to hear speeches against 
the administration's policies by 
about 16 members of Congress. 
More than 300 demonstrators, 
including the president of Am­ 
herst College and his 'wife and 
the wife of the president of 
Smith College, were arrested 
for blocking traffic at Westover 
Air Force Base in 'Chicopee, 
Mass. 
Chicago police said they ar­ 
rested 16 people who blocked 
morning rush-hour traffic for 
the second day on South Lake 
Shore 
Drive. 
In 
Marshall, 
Minn., 
police 
arrested 
110 
people from 
Southwest State 
College for blocking traffic at 
the intersection of three state 
highways. 
In Minneapolis, 200 National 
Guardsmen took up protective 
positions a t the University of 
Minnesota arm ory and at an 
Air Force recruiting station a 
short 
distance 
from 
the 
campus. The soldiers carried 
only riot sticks, a spokesman 
said. 
H ie guardsmen were ordered 
onto' the campus after two days 
of clashes between police and 
protesters. 
Arrests ran into the hundreds 
Wednesday 
as 
police 
used, 
nightsticks, tear gas and horses 
to break up protests. Both dem­ 
onstrators and police were in­ 
jured. 
The disorders were the most 
serious since the May 1970 pro­ 
tests over the U.S. invasion of 
Cambodia, when, colleges and 
universities 
throughout 
the 
country were shut down.

The trouble with the proliferating 
farm ponds in Indiana, apart from an 
occasional mosquito, is that they often 
produce a crop of cattails thicker than 
the bulrushes that hid the baby Moses. 
This unwanted growth, along with 
scummy masses of algae, can be con­ 
trolled with herbicides. They’re compli­ 
cated chemical compounds viewed with 
deep suspicion by environmental acti­ 
vists. 
“But there are herbicides that have 
been cleared and are perfectly safe if 
you don’t overdose the pond or ditch,” 
says Dr. Carole A. Lembi, Purdue Uni­ 
versity aquatic weed specialist. 
Carole? Certainly, Carole is a very 
pretty young lady just recently elevated 
to an assistant professorship at Purdue. 
She is a native of the San Francisco 
area with degrees from the University of 
California at Darts and the University of 
Tennessee. She is a phycologist, an ex­ 
pert in algae, and has done research on 
the effects of various herbicides. 
She thinks she may have gained an 
early interest in things that grow in 
water when she went fishing with her 
father. She still likes to fish when she 
has time. 
Meanwhile, she will help farmers de­ 
cide whether to bulldoze their ponds in 
talks throughout Indiana, including the 
joint Purdue-Michigan State Field Day 
June 27 at the Purdue agronomy farm 
near Lafayette. 
Algae includes a wide variety of plants 
including the edible seaweed of Japan. 
Unfortunately, the algae that grows so 
well in Indiana is not a useful food. 
“It contains protein,” Dr. Lembi says, 
“but it’s in a fibrous form that the hu­ 
man body can’t use.” 
She knows of no plant similar to the 
wild rice of Minnesota that will grow in 
Hoosier ponds. Cattail roots sometimes 
were eaten by pioneers — after they had 
consumed their boots. 
The ponds when not choked with 
weeds, do grow excellent crops of bass, 
bluegills and crappies. 
There is another fish, not yet avail­ 
able in Indiana, which may do double 
duty as food and a vegetation control. 
“The Chinese carp — the white amur 
— eats algae and has excellent flesh,” 
Dr. Lembi said. “It’s even a fine game 
fish, jumping and fighting hard.” 
“It has none of the bad points of the 
German carp which grubs on the bot­ 
tom and muddies the water.” 
She said the white amur is being test­ 
ed in Arkansas. 
Only one drawback has prevented 
wider introduction of the fish. And, Ar­ 
kansas people haven’t been able to get 
it to reproduce in the wild state. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Lembi hopes some 
of the fish can be tried in Indiana farm 
ponds. 
She splashes around in ponds and 
ditches like a robed and uncommonly 
pretty mermaid. 
When the Purdue News Service an­ 
nounced Dr. Leinbi’s appointment, the 
writer of the item faced temptation and 
shamelessly yielded.

Now, why do you suppose the Psalm­ 
ist, long before science had revealed the 
above statistics, cried, “The heavens de­ 
clare the glory of God; and the firma­ 
ment showeth his handywork?” The 
whole awe-inspiring system as he saw it 
moved him to also pray, “Let the words 
of my mouth, and the meditation of my 
heart, be acceptable in thy sight, O Lord, 
my strength, and my redeemer.” 
All of it is worth more than a thought 
— it moves us to worship and respeot for 
the One Who is in control of it all.

Sheriffs cars had not 
yet left the scene of the pre­ 
vious accident less than 100 
yards down the road and heard 
the crash. They called for an 
ambulance before proceeding to 
the wreck to cut him from the 
remains of the automobile. Less 
than an hour after the crash, 
his spleen was being removed 
in the local emergency hospital.

“I think there is a parallel in 
NBC’s 
experience 
years 
ago 
with the ‘Today’ show.” said a 
network executive who asked 
for 
anonymity. 
“There 
had 
been nothing like that in the 
morning when the show start­ 
ed It caught on with the public 
and the advertisers. Then CBS 
came along and threw in some 
competition—Jack 
Paar 
and 
Ernie 
Kovacs. 
They 
dis­ 
appeared because by that time 
‘Today* was entrenched with its 
audience. It was hard to fight 
it.” 
The 
same 
pattern, 
he 
be­ 
lieves, is making the other end 
of the broadcasting day a battle 
ground 
now. 
The 
“Tonight” 
show on NBC became 'popular 
with Steve Allen and went on to 
be the most talked-about show 
on the air during the Jack Paar 
day. Now it has nailed down a 
big and apparently unmovable 
audience with Johnny Carson.

Alfalfa Weevil 
Growers of alfalfa in the lush 
County Area need to be taking 
a good look at their fields that 
have alfalfa growing crop. This 
is particularly true in the south­ 
ern part of the county. It ap­ 
peared that the last couple of 
years the alfalfa weevil problem 
was waning, but it seems that 
this year this insect is more nu­ 
merous. and 'if the weather and 
parasitical conditions are in fa­ 
vor of the alfalfa weevil, it 
could be a serious problem for 
many growers. 
If half of the plant tips show 
feeding and larvae are present, 
farmers should consider chemi­ 
cal control. 
Where controls are required, 
use either methyl parathion, 
malathion, i mid an or a mixture 
of 
methoxychlor 
with 
either 
malathion or diazinon. For fur­ 
ther details call for publication 
E-38 at the County Extension Of­ 
fice. 


Rainfall-Temperature 
Sooner or later it will have 
to quit raining just as long as 
when it does quit, it doesn’t 
forget how to start. In any case, 
as long as it continues to rain 
and we have warm temperatur­ 
es periodically backyard gar­ 
deners will be noticing all is not 
well in the home flower, fruit 
and 
vegetable 
garden. 
Most 
plants can and do get sick. 
It will soon be “Open Season" 
on garden and yard problems 
and many will be confronted 
with questions on “why” and 
“what to do about it?” 
Right now, the problems in­ 
volve bluegrass diseases, cab­ 
bage yellows and tomato wilt. 
The other day we received a 
timing of precipitation and tem­ 
perature for the month of May. 
So let’s see how far they miss 
the prediction. So far, it looks 
pretty accurate. 
Let’s take a look at the mois­ 
ture chart. First it calls for rain 
in the period of May 7-10, May 
14 and 15, May 21-25, and May 
30. 
In regard to temperatures, 
the dates of May 4 and 5, 9-11, 
17-23 and 27 are supposed to be 
colder than average. 
Wilt Resistant Tomatoes 
Every year many home gar­ 
deners get stuck with tomato 
wilt problems. When asked for 
a remedy, we have to say there 
is no spray material to control 
tomato wilt. Most of the 
old 
fashioned tomatoes such as Bom 
nie Best, Marglobe, Rutgers, 
Big Boy, Beef Steak are suscep­ 
tible to Fusarium and Verticil- 
lium wilt.

Alfalfa Weevil 
Spreading In 
Central Indiana 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Hoosier 
alfalfa producers south of U.S. 
Highway 30 should be examin­ 
ing their fields to determine the 
need to spray for weevil control, 
advises David Matthew, Purdue 
University extension entomolo­ 
gist. 
In central Indiana, he says, 
when haif of the plant tips show 
feeding and larvae are present 
farmers should co.ns.ider chemi­ 
cal control 
Matthew reports that larvae 
have been found in Parke Coun­ 
ty, spreading northward from 
Vigo County. They have been 
developing rapidly south and 
east from Vigo County. Larvae 
also are beginning to appear m 
D elaw are and Randolph coun- 
ties.

Newly-hatched larvae feed in 
the developing buds and grow­ 
ing tips. The older larvae, about 
one-quarter inch long, are green 
with a white back stripe. They 
shred alfalfa leaves, giving the 
field a greyish appearance.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. - If you 
have an unused place in your 
garden or along the pathway to 
the house, why not devote it to 
a herb garden? 
Today, more people than ever 
are .growing herbs, says John 
A. Wott, Purdue University ex­ 
tension home environment hor­ 
ticulturist. 
In fact, many herbs can be 
started inside, transplanted out­ 
doors, and repotted for next 
winter’s use. 
A favorite among herb gar­ 
deners is lemon balm, noted for 
its clean. lemony foliage, useful 
mostly for garnishes and bou­ 
quets, it once was prescribed 
for medicinal wash waters. 
One of the most useful cook­ 
ing herbs is thyme. There are 
over 20 varieties available, but 
most gardeners will want only 
one or two in their garden. Well 
drained soils and full sun are a 
requirement for its good growth. 
Marjoram must be planted 
from seed every year in our 
northern gardens. Used as a 
season in. many recipes, it pre­ 
fers an aklaline soil. 
No herb garden would be com 
plete 
without 
a 
mint, 
adds 
Wott. Spearmint, used for iced 
tea, julips and lamb sauce, pre­ 
fers moist growing conditions 
and semi-shade. This herb is a 
robust grower, so growing in a 
confined 
space is usually 
a 
must. 
Tarragon is highly valued for 
flavoring salads and vinegar. It 
must be propogated by cuttings, 
and this means overwintering in 
indoor locations for Indiana re­ 
sidents. 
Two herbs long noted for 
their fragrant foliage are rose 
geranium and lemon verbena. 
These also will not survive Indi­ 
ana winters. 
Herb gardening is not easy, 
the horticulturist confides. Ear­ 
ly herb gardens were planted 
in neat circles and. squares, but 
these 
required 
much 
care. 
Plant your herb garden in a pat­ 
tern that will lend itself to easy 
care. A neglected herb garden 
'will soon become a tangle of 
plants. 
Beginners should plant only 


bushels of corn for every Rush 
County resident. 
From Goethe: “Let everyone 
sweep in front of his own door 
and the whole world will be 
dean.” 


a small herb garden. Start with 
a few plants and 'then enlarge 
the garden next year. With pro­ 
per care, the herb garden can be 
a fragrant, colorful aspect of 
your home horticulture effort. 
Bees, butterflies, and. humm­ 
ing birds will, soon visit It in 
abundance.

Now Hear This: 
Noise Bad For 
Farmers’ Ears 


LAFAYETTE, Ino. — Noise 
injury in farmers is one of the 
most 
common 
ear 
diseases 
'treated by an otolaryngologist 
practicing in a typical rural 
community. 
This point was stressed by 
Dr. John. B. Gregg, professor 
of otolaryngology at the Univer­ 
sity of South Dakota’s school of 
medicine, in reporting on his 
study to the American Society 
of Agricultural Engineers. 
“ Programs for the education 
of the rural population (regard­ 
ing noise) have been in opera­ 
tion for several years,” he said. 
"But results have been, disap­ 
pointing." 
He described inner ear (sen- 
sori-neural) hearing losses as 
one of the six most frequently 
treated ear diseases in an agri­ 
cultural community. Such hear­ 
ing loss results from acoustic 
trauma produced by farm equip­ 
ment, explosions, shooting, and 
other sources of high intensity 
noise, he said. 
“Whereas in the past, hearing 
loss due to noise was thought 
of as a disease of older age 
groups, 
Gregg said, “ I t is now 
common, in any community to 
find young persons with a notch 
in the 4000 cycle tone range...” 


Farm youths must be educat­ 
ed to the fact that the moment 
they start contact with noisy 
equipment, they must take pre­ 
ventive measures so that their 
hearing is not damaged, he con- 
inued. 
He also pointed out these find­ 
ings: 
“ ...many persons who have a 
noise-induced hearing loss never 
consult a physician for help or 
do so only after the hearing loss 
has become a problem. 
“ ..it takes about five to 10' 
years of exposure to the tractor 
noise to produce definite evi­ 
dence of inner ear damage. 
“...prolonged exposure to high 
noise level is not only irritating 
to the individual, but has been 
shown to decrease productivity 
and to impair coordination in 
complicated tasks. 
“...too often incipient senori- 
neural type hearing losses are 
being missed under the guise of 
‘wax in the ears’ or other ben­ 
ign problems, 
Gregg said it would be a great 
step forward when some agency 
develops a program for hearing 
tests at regular intervals for all 
people in a farming community 
to screen out those incipient in­ 
ner ear damaged people. 
“Hearing losses can be treat­ 
ed by three means,” he said, 
“Medication, surgery and hear­ 
ing aids. Sensori-neural loss re­ 
sulting from noise is not help­ 
ed by surgery, usually shows a 
less than optimum response to 
amplification with a hearing aid 
and. does not respond to medica­ 
tion.'* 
“Therefore,” Gregg asserted, 
“the best treatment consists of 
measures to prevent damage to 
the inner ears..’’ 
A eou s tic a 1 ly-treated ear m tif f s 
and ear plugs are probably the 
best protection. 


Money For Farmers In Sunflowers 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Indiana 
farmers may have a chance to 
net $15 to $20 an acre by plant­ 
ing sunflowers on their set-aside 
acres, says Marvin Swearingin, 
Purdue University extension ag­ 
ronomist. 
Sunflowers are one of eight 
crops which can be planted this 
year on set-aside acres with a 
reduction of from $8 to $10 an 
acre in Feed Grain program, 
payments, he explains. 
Midwest Oilseeds, Inc., Adel, 
Iowa, is among firms contract­ 
ing acreage throughout the Corn 
Belt. 
Sunflowers, principally an oil 


crop, are well adapted to Indi­ 
ana. growing conditions. In. two- 
year trials —- 1969-70 — at Pur­ 
due’s agronomy farm and at 
Vincennes yields averaged 1,708 
pounds an acre. 


Sunflowers should be planted, 
as soon as possible—«eedling3 
are frost hardy—and not later 
than June 1. A conventional com 
planter with, short flat plants 
can be used. Seeding rate is 
approximately five pounds an 
acre. Harvesting can be done 
with a conventional combine and 
a grain platform, with a special 
sunflower adapter.

tout a proposal to extend cov­ 
erage to 5.8 million new work­ 
ers faces heavy opposition. 
Two bills that would boost the 
present Sl.fiO-an-hour minimum 
wage

aré 
before 
the 
House, but only one provides * 
any new coverage. A close vote 
is expected 
when the 
House 
chooses between them. 
The Democratic leadership is 
backing a bill from the Educa­ 
tion and Labor Committee that 
would bring 3 million state-and 
local-government 
workers, 
1.7 
million federal workers and 1.1 
million domestic workers under 
minimum-wage laws. 
T h e 
Republican-Southern 
Democratic coalition, however, 
supports a bill offered by Rep. 
John N. Ebrienborn, R-I1I., that 
would hold the line at the 45.5 
million workers now' covered by 
the Fair Labor Standards Act. 
In addition, the Ehrlenborn bill 
would establish a separate, low­ 
er minimum for teen-age work­ 
ers. 
Although there is little dis­ 
agreement among House mem­ 
bers that the minimum should 
be boosted to $2, an effort is 
expected from the Republicans 
to add an intermediate step to 
$1.80 immediately, delaying the 
increase to $2 until a year lat­ 
er. 
Rep. John B. Anderson, R- 
III., 
who 
is 
proposing 
the 
stretch-out, 
told 
the 
House 
Wednesday that; an increase to 
$2 at this time would threaten 
the effectiveness of wage and 
price controls. 
But Rep. John Dent, D-Pa., 
manager of the committee bill, 
said 
only 3.1 
million 
of the 
workers presently covered by 
the act would actually get a 
raise under a $2 minimum. The 
rest 
now are either 
making 
more than that he said, or are 
in categories that would not be 
eligible for $2 this year. 
Both bills would extend the $2 
rate 
only to workers 
covered 
before 1966, when the last in­ 
crease in wages was enacted.

Spraying

should be timed to kill the 
young first generation larvae 
and later the second genera­ 
tion larvae. Make the first ap­ 
plication in late May or early 
June, and the second applica­ 
tion in, late July or early August 
says Sanders. 
For this purpose use either 
endosulfan 
(Thiodan) 
or car- 
baryl Sevin). Combine either 
one quart of two pounds per gal­ 
lon endosulfan concentrate with 
50 gallons of water or one pound 
of 50 per cent wettable powder 
carbaryl with 50 gallons of wa­ 
ter. Eigher of these sprays may 
also be1 used to spray the pupat­ 
ing larvae concentrating at the 
base of the tree.

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“Sam” Causes Lots Of Comment 


And Thinks Nothing Of It

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) — 
His 
co-workers 
and creators 
call him “Silent Sam.” But to 
highway safety experts, he’s 
one of the best friends a motor­ 
ist ever had. 
“Sam’’ is a man-sized, flag- 
waving robot more and more 
motorists are beginning: to see 
along 'the nation's highway con­ 
struction projects. 


Mines Dropped 
In North Viet 
Waters Are New 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
hundreds 
and 
possibly 
thou­ 
sands 
of 
underwater 
mines 
dropped by U.S. Navy planes to 
seal North Vietnam’s ports are 
highly sophisticated devices un­ 
like the old iron contact mines 
familiar to World War II sail­ 
ors. 
The new mines fcan be trig­ 
gered by a variety of means 
and are equipped with timing 
devices much like an alarm 
that 
both 
automatically 
arm 
and deactivate them. 
The timing is determined be­ 
fore the mines are air dropped 
into the sea. 
With President Nixon allow­ 
ing a three-day grace period 
for foreign vessels to safely 
leave North Vietnam’s ports, 
the mines were set to become 
armed after 6 a.m. EDT Thurs­ 
day 
The U.S. Navy formally noti­ 
fied all shipping of the mines 
Tuesday afternoon, saying any 
ships sailing the affected wa­ 
ters “must do so at their owe 
risk.” 
Once dropped into place, mil­ 
itary officials believe the North 
Vietnamese will have a difficult 
time clearing the mines from 
their waters. The mines are 
hard to detect and difficult to 
disarm. Hanoi has but four 
mine-sweeping 
naval 
vessels, 
far too few to have any signifi­ 
cant effect, the officials say. 
However, the Soviet navy has 
over 300 minesweepers. But it 
was not known, whether Mos­ 
cow will send them to Hanoi’s 
aid. If the ships are sent it’s 
expected that the United States 
would simply lay more mines. 
The mines weigh about 1,000 
pounds 
each 
and 
can 
be 
dropped from virtually any Air 
Force 
or Navy 
bomber-type 
aircraft. 
Mines used by the United 
States during World War II 
were 
relatively 
simple 
de­ 
vices—spiked iron balls which 
exploded on contact with 
a 
ship. Since they floated on or 
just below the water's surface, 
they were often easily detected. 
The mines now being seeded 
in North Vietnamese waters ei­ 
ther lay on the muddy bottom 
or are suspended by cable at 
various 
depths, 
waiting 
for 
passing ships to trigger their 
powerful explosive charge. 
The three principal types of 
mines in the U.S. arsenal are: 
—Acoustic mines that explode 
when the noise of a ship's pro­ 
peller comes within range. 
—Magnetic mines, normally 
used in shallow water, that 
detonate when a ship passes 
overhead interrupting its mag­ 
netic field. 
—Pressure mines, also used 
in shallow water, that explode 
when the mine senses a change 
in water pressure created by a 
passing ship. 


“It’s amazing the reatuons 
you get to Sam.” says Neal 
McCloskey, a construction su­ 
pervisor who has worked with 
the robot for two years in the 
Baltimore 
and 
Washington, 
D.C., area. 
‘.‘Lots of people roll down 
their windows and yell at him. 
A few even stop for conversa­ 
tions. And many even get a 
kick 
out 
of 
cursing 
it,” 
McCloskey said. 
Despite 
the 
odd 
reactions, 
safety experts are pleased that 
Sam is catching the attention of 
motorists. Its New York manu­ 
facturers 
quote 
tests 
which 
show that drivers see the robot 
from nearly three-quarters of a 
mile away. 
The brown-haired, blue-eyed 
manikin, dressed in blue work 
clothes, 
stands 
atop 
a 
red- 
striped pedestal which boosts it 
to a height of 7^-feet. A bat­ 
tery-powered mechanical arm 
swings a red warning flag in a 
constant 10-foot arc. 
In 
Maryland, 
where 
three 
flagmen have been killed in the 
past five years. Sam is de­ 
scribed as a “real life saver” 
by 
L. E. McCarl, the 
state 
roads chief engineer of oper­ 
ations, 
“We think they are one of the 
nicest things to come along, 
and 
we're hoping 
that more 
and 
more projects will 
use 
them.” McCarl said. “We don’t 
consider them a substitute for 
men, entirely. They can’t think. 
They can’t direct traffic. 
“But 
they 
can 
help 
save 
lives.” 
The robots cost about $1,000 
each and require only a re­ 
charging of batteries every 24 
hours. Firms using it claim it 
pays for itself in a matter of 
weeks.

Nixon’s 
directive also will lead to open­ 
ing significant amounts of fair­ 
ly recent classified material, 
Rhoads added. 
The new order provides for 
automatic 
declassification 
of 


documents that are 30 years 
old, hut a department head can 
retain secrecy of “specifically 
identified” material, he said. 
Nixon’s order drew fire from 
Lloyd C. Gardner, chairman of 
Rutgers University’s history de­ 
partment, who told the subcom­ 
mittee the order could make in- 
formation-access 
problems 
worse. 


Gardner suggested having a 
law 
replace the 
order, 
and 
make the automatic declassifi­ 
cation apply after 15 years in­ 
stead of 30. 
“If we are ¿o wait for such a 
procedure as is envisioned in 
this executive order,” he said, 
“we will all he dead before the 
history of the cold war can he 
written from official records.

U.S. Combat 
Deaths Soar 
In Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — The North 
Vietnamese offensive sent the 
total of American battlefield 
deaths soaring to 19 last week, 
the 
heaviest, 
toll 
in 
seven 
months, the U.S. Command an­ 
nounced 
today. 
Five 
other 
Americans were reported miss­ 
ing in action 
and 28 were 
wounded. 
While the command gave no 
breakdown, most of the Ameri­ 
can 
casualties 
were 
men 
aboard aircraft lost or dam­ 
aged. 
Six Americans died last week 
of nonhostile causes, the com­ 
mand said, a drop of four in 
that category from the previous 
week. 
Thursday’s 
casualty 
report 
covered the week ending last 
Saturday and did not include a 
helicopter crash in which 32 
Americans died Wednesday. 
Two Americans were report­ 
ed killed in action the previous 
week ending April 29, and an­ 
other 19 were missing. While 
the 19 U.S. dead last week was 
far below the tolls in the years 
when American ground troops 
were fighting in strength in 
Vietnam, it represented a sig­ 
nificant increase due to the 
continuing 
North 
Vietnamese 
offensive.

Job Market For College Grads 
Is Improved Over Last Year

College seniors are whirling 
around on their annual merry- 
go-round for June jobs and 
finding the brass ring just a bit 
easier to grab this year. 
Even so, it helps to be a 
woman or black, a business 
major or medical technician. 
The job market for graduates 
has improved over last year, 
college placement officials said 
in Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana. 
The situation is terrible, said 
officials in West Virginia. 
Here’s how the market for 
graduate talents looked in the 
four-state area: 
“I think it’s a little better 
than last year,” said Richard 
Box, director of placement for 
Miami University of Ohio. 
“The market is better, but 
still a long way away from hav­ 
ing 
j o d s 
Tor everyone,” said 
Kirdhard Klei Klem, placement 
director at Bellarmine College 
in Louisville. 
Placement 
director 
Frank 
Austin of Kentucky State Col­ 
lege in Frankfort thought the 
job situation “is great.” “We 
are unique because we have a 
premium product and that is 
the 
minority 
graduate,” 
he 
said. 
In Columbus at Ohio State 
University, Placement Director 
Lilyan Bradshaw found “em­ 
ployers 
are 
most 
anxious to 
find Negroes and women who 
are capable.” 
An Ohio State survey showed 
the job market tight but that 
the draft cut-back and the re­ 
turn of veterans haven’t jam­ 
med it. 
J. D. Snider, director of busi­ 
ness placement at Indiana Uni­ 
versity, found the market “a 
wee bit better.” He said the ac­ 
counting 
graduate 
who 
con­ 
fidently and actively seeks a 
job stands the best chance of 
getting 
high-paying 
employ­ 
ment. 
But, Dr. M. Cornelia Ladwig, 
who places students at West 


Virginia 
University, said the 
job market for college grads 
this year “is pretty sad.” 'Only 
in health sciences does toe 
market still exist, she said. 
The 
1972 college 
graduate 
may be in worse shape than the 
noncollege graduate in the race 
for jobs, Dr. Ladwig estimated. 
Purdue University’s Richard 
Stewart called the job outlook 
“a mixed bag.” He said engi­ 
neers 
with 
good 
college 
records, who aren’t expecting 
the moon, can get plenty of job 
offers. He warned the seniors 
not to wait for toe employer to 
do the hunting. 
More and more, as the mar­ 
ket 
contracted 
in 
the 
last 
couple of years, seniors are out 
scrambling for good jobs. Ed­ 
ward Darrow of Ohio State’s 
agricultural college says the 
seniors seem more aware that 
they must “look sharp, think 
sharp and act sharp.” 
Snider of Indiana University 
agreed. Success often depends, 
he said, on how doggedly a stu­ 
dent searches for a job. 
Box 
found students 
“more 
serious” about job interviews 
this year. 
“They are also more flexible 
in that they are not too ‘picky’ 
about the jobs offered and toe 
locations,’ ’ he said. 
Dr. Ladwig thought toe sad­ 
dest job-hunters of all were 
graduates who “blindly drifted 
through schools.” But, on the 
whole, she said, the bleak job 
outlook in West Virginia left 
students “depressed, but moti­ 
vated.” 
Student 
do-it-yourself 
job 
hunting has reduced somewhat 
the number of recruiters vis­ 
iting most campuses. But, P. C. 
Sprawls of the University of 
Louisville 
reported 
that 
the 
number of job offers was great­ 
er. 
Placement 
Director 
James 
Alcorn of the University of 
Kentucky reported a 2 per cent 
to 5 per cent increase in jobs 
offered this year compared to 
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last year. Still two years ago it 
was different. 
“Compared 
to 
two 
years 
ago,” said Alcorn, “we are off 
by 25' per cent in toe jobs being 
offered graduating seniors. 
The 'Offers mostly go to ac­ 
counting and engineering ma­ 
jors, he said. 
Box of Miami said, “For toe 
first time, companies are look­ 
ing for people with master’s de­ 
grees.” 
Ohio 
State 
reported fewer 
campus interviews this year. 
Still 
opportunity 
is 
knock­ 
ing for degrees in accounting, 
banking, field sales and retail­ 
ing, and vocational agriculture 
is coming on, the Ohio State 
survey showed. 
Journalism is off at Ohio 
State, 
but 
medical 
scientists 
have better chances. J. H. Wil­ 
liams, assistant dean of Ohio 
State’s 
College 
of 
Medicine, 
said the “problems encountered 
m. medical student placement 
have to do with his highest pri­ 
ority selection.” 
Stewart of Purdue may have 
summed up the entire four- 
state situation for the job-hunt­ 
ing seniors: 
“For some it is quite a good 
market, for some an average 
year, 
and for some a bad 
year.” 
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
